Holds Parents To Blame 
For Juvenile Delinquency 


Parents are to blame for most 
of the juvenile delinquency today. 


This is the opinion of Police 
Chief George A. Dane who has 
seen the problem develop during 
the past years to its present 
alarming proportions. 

_ “Moving pictures and comic 
books have a lot to do with it,” he 
added, ‘‘but all these things that 
contribute to juvenile delinquency 
go right back to the homes.” 

Chief Dane had just had five 
juveniles ‘‘on the carpet’’ for num- 
erous thefts of toy pistols, knives, 
doughnuts and similar articles 
that are displayed on store count- 
ers, when he made his remarks. 

“Youngsters of today don’t have 
the same home life as we had years 
ago. They have baby sitters to take 
care of them now, and some have 
no one to take care of them. The 
fathers and mothers run out too 
much. They are interested in their 
own pleasures, whether its the 
movies or the night clubs, and let 
their children shift for themselves 
most of the time.”’ 

Just before his interview with 
the juveniles Chief Dane had re- 
counted a list of camps that have 
been broken into recently in the 
Ballardvale—Foster’s pond area. 
Not only were many articles stolen 
but the interiors of the camps were 
wrecked. In one place, discovered 
by state troopers from the Andover 
barracks who were making a tour 
of back roads, the stone fireplace

V.F.W. Observes 
50th Anniversary 


The Veterans of Foreign Wars 
of the United States, a national 
organization, this week observes 
its golden jubilee anniversary. 


Formed immediately after the 
Spanish-American war the organi- 
zation, of which Andover post, 
2128, is an active part, has ex- 
panded to more than 10,000 posts 
and over 7000 ladies auxiliaries.

Reading the scripture from his 
original translation of the Bible 
Mr. Byington took his text from 
Matthew: “If a man strikes thee on 
one cheek, turn to him the other 
also. If a man take thy cloak, give 
him ‘thy coat also. If a man cause 
thee to go with him one mile, go 
with him twain.’ Besides the King 
James and his own version, Mr. 
Byington used the translation from 
the Syriac, a language close to that 
which Jesus spoke. 

Mr. Byington interpreted Jesus 
as not condemning all violence, 
but placing demands upon us to be 
willing to repay good for evil in 
all the ordinary insults and inju-

Pay increases averaging about 
eight cents an hour were granted 
Tuesday night by the board of pub- 
lic works to all-employees in the 
department. 

At the same time the hours were 
reduced from 47% a week to 45 
for all employees except the en- 
gineer at the pumping station and 
two other members of the depart- 
ment who take care of extra work 
Saturdays and Sundays. \ 

The board also voted, in adjust- 
ing the wages and. hours, to in- 
crease the annual sick leave to 
three weeks, which is one more 
week than they have been allowed. 

The pay increase put into effect 
was to establish the pay of labor- 
ers at $1.10 a week. The former 
pay, which included the $4 cost- 
of-living-bonus was $1.02 a week. 
By reducing the hours and increas- 
ing the pay, it was explained, the 
employees take-home pay would be 
just slightly more than it was be- 
fore. ; 

The $1.10 rate affects about 25 
men in the department. Other em- 
ployees, about 10 in number, will

RECORDINGS 


OBTAINABLE 
AT LIBRARY 


Of all the diverse activities that 
have broadened the scope of serv- 
ice given at the Memorial Hall 
library none has grown faster in 
popular favor than the record- 
lending section where borrowers 
last year obtained 2498 records. 


Made up mostly of instrumental 
recordings of standard music the 
catalogue also contains some of 
the familiar selections for voice 
and a few choice pieces of poetry. 
Included, too, are some Cortina 
Spanish records for those wishing 
to learn that language in that 
manner. 


This music section came into 
being after Miss Mary F. Zecchini 
of the library staff some few years 
ago saw a somewhat similar 
library collection while in Wash- 
ington, D:C., and also looked over 
a music section in the Quincy 
library. 

The first purchase for the local 
library was made in December, 
1946, with funds given by the An- 
dover Evening Study group at the 
close of its season. With Miss 
Zecchini in charge, 10 albums of 
favorite records were purchased 
for a start but the records did not 
go into circulation until March, 
1947, the intervening time being 
taken up with cataloguing, de- 
veloping a system of classification 
and getting cards typed. However, 
with borrowing in effect, Andover 
became one of the first libraries 
in this area from which recordings 
could be obtained. 


From the beginning the record 
section grew, not quite by leaps 
and bounds as no appropriation 
had been made by the town to buy 
but additional albums were ob- 
tained from time to time until 
today 80 volumes, or about 400 
records, are available. 


Since the borrowing started 
two years ago only four or five rec- 
ords have been broken and the 
borrowers gladly paid for the 
replacements. 


Any registered adult borrower 
may obtain six records at a time 
on his or her card. However, if an 
album something like the Pirates 
of Penzance is taken out, naturally 
the complete album of 11 records 
may obtained at one time. The 
same system applies to ‘The 
Messiah”’ with 19 records or 
“Blijah’’ with 16. 


Records circulate for one week 
with no renewals or transfers. As 
the collection grows, however, it 
may become possible for the li- 
brary to allow them to be renewed 
once. Every record is checked for 
scratches and cracks before it goes 
out and when it comes back. 

The library has limited its rec- 
ordings to standard music simply 
because it lacks funds to include 
everything. Eventually it hopes to 
have a more rounded collection. 


Since April, 1947, the library 
has subscribed to a young people’s 
reeord club. From this it received 
two records a month, one for the 


pre-school age and one for 
elementary school child. 

These records are kept separate 
from others, being strictly young 
people’s records. However, they 
circulate only to adults. The col- 
lection is small, the number to 
be taken at one time is limited to 
two. 

From the time the section was 
put into operation borrowers have 
been most enthusiastic about it. 
The response to the innovation 
from the beginning was good. In 
1947, a total of 1461 records were 
circulated, and in the next year the 
numbed jumped to 2498. This 
does not include the young folks’ 
recordings. 

Miss Zecchini does all of the 
selecting and purchasing. For se- 
lection she relies a great deal on 
published reviews and is still 
limited by lack of funds.

Referring to undesirable comic 
books Chief Dane said that the 
conferences of police chiefs, with 
policewomen, clergymen and 
school heads that have taken 
place in this area during recent 
months have had good effect. He 
said that distributors had whole- 
heartedly co-operated in keeping 
undesirable comics off the news 
stands. 

At the first conference, he re- 
counted, one clergyman saw a 
group of books that had been 
picked up by members of the com- 
mittee and on the following Sun- 
day told his parishoners what type 
of literature some of their children 
had been reading and said that the 
committee had to do what the par- 
ents should have done a long time 
before. 

The chief also noted the re- 
marks recently made by Judge 
John J. Connolly of the Boston

Claim Town Lags 
In Elm Protection 


Tree Warden G. W. Abbott, who 
has just returned from attending 
a course for tree wardens and ar- 
borists at the University of Mas- 
sachusetts at which several speak- 
ers of national reputation discus- 
sed subjects on which they are 
considered experts, has issued a 
statement regarding control of the 
Dutch elm heetle. 

Equipment used in the care of 
trees at the university, he reports, 
shows how far behind Andover is 
in equipping its tree department. 

Over $12,000 worth of equip- 
ment is loaned to the university 
by the manufacturers for use in 
the instruction of students in ar- 
borculture. 

Among the larger items of 
equipment are an aero-mist spray- 
er, a truck equipped with a tree- 
moving machine, a seven-horse 
power air compressor, four makes 
of chain saws and many modern 
tools. 

Practical control of the Dutch 
elm disease, he continues, seems 
to have been attained by a tree 
warden in the heavily-infested 
area of Connecticut. This man is 
in charge of parks and trees in a 
large town with over 6000 elms on 
its streets, about the same num- 
ber as in Andover. 

His methods of control are 
similar to methods which the moth 
superintendent haa urged the se- 
lectmen of Andover to request 
from the town in his annual re- 
ports for the past two years. 

In this Connecticut town the 
tree warden is furnished with an 
$8000 Dutch elm disease control 
fund. His methods have reduced 
the loss of elm trees from nearly 
200 per year to less than 20 per 
year. The town believes this large 
sum of money is well spent.
